Division 1.—Regional and Community 
Planning 


The provisions of sections 795 to 798p, 
inclusive, of the Municipal Act apply to 
the Regional District. 


Division 11.—Hospitals 


The Regional District may grant aid 
for the purpose of purchasing, building, 
enlarging, or equipping hospitals within 
the area comprising Electoral Areas A, 
B, and E and the village municipalities 
of Smithers, Telkwa, Houston, and Burns 
Lake. The annual net cost attributable 
to this function shall be apportioned 
among the said member municipalities 
participating on the basis of the assess- 
ment which may be taxed in the imme- 
diately preceding year for general mu- 
nicipal purposes in the village munici- 
palities and for school purposes in the 
electoral areas; the annual cost to be 
requisitioned in any one year shall not 
exceed the product of 4 mills on the total 
assessments herein referred to. 


Division 111,—Contract Services 


The Regional District may undertake 
any work or service for and on behalf 
of any member municipality, other than 
an electoral area, or on behalf of an 
improvement district, upon such terms 
and conditions as are mutually agreed 
upon, provided such work or service is 
within the powers of the municipality or 
the improvement district, and provided 
that the entire cost of any such work or 
service shall be borne by the municipality 
or improvement district concerned. 


Division IV.—Local Works and Services 


With respect to that part of the Re- 
gional District not within a city, district, 
town, or village, the Regional District 
has all the powers of a district munici- 
pality under Part XVI of the Municipal 
Act, except sections 589 and 590, and the 
provisions of the said Part, except sec- 
tions 589 and 590, apply mutatis mutandis.

Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Biull
